nouncement from Paris saying: 
"The retirement of Belgian troops 
toward Antwerp is rumored, but 
not confirmed," little newa came 
today from the war front. Com- 
plete silence is maintained to the 
fortunes of war of the big fight un- 
derstood to be in progress some- 
where along a line extending 
through Belgium and Lnxemberg, 
Dispatches give evidence of the 
presence of masses of German 
troops pushing their way to the 
front behind an imperturbable 
screen of cavalry whose dashes in 
search for information as to the 
whereabouts of the allied troops, 
have resulted in sharp clashes and 
heavy casualties. 


The commanders of the allied 


forces of French, British and Bel- 
gians will not permit anything 
about their positions to become 
public, and since the official note 
made known the (presence of a 
large British expeditionary force 
on the continent, its movements 
have been hidden from the outside 
world. 


At Brussels it is said there has 


been no change since yesterday in 
the condition then reported to be 
excellent for the allies. 


The fate of the forts at Liege is 


not definitely known. German dis- 
patches describe them_ as in th» 
hands of the German army since 
the arrival of heavy artillery 
while Belgian military authorities 
assert that they are still intact and 
holding out bravely. 


In Alsace-Lorraine, the French 


turning movement through south- 
ern Alsace appears, from French 
reports, to be progressing favor- 
ably for the 
French, and this 


seems to receive confirmation , A 
dispatch sent out by the Wolff 
bureau, the German official news 
agency, saying two batteries of 
guns were taken by the French 
who continued their march for- 
ward.

FRANCO-PRUSSIAN WAR IN 


TABLOID FORM. 


The present attempt-of the 
Germans to march on Paris 
recalls the similar plan of that 
nation during the' Franco-Prus- 
sian war, when Count Bismarck 
marshalled 'the entire forces of ; 
Germany against the French in 
1870. The fighting began on 
August 4, at the battle of Wets- 
senburg, where the French'suf- 
fered a disastrous defeat. .Oth- 
er famous battles of the war 
took place 
at 
Mars-Ia-Tour, - 
Gravelotte, Sedan and Strass- 
burg, all the victories going to 
the Germans. The battle of Se- 
dan, on Septmeber 1, 1S70, was 
the really decisive contest of 
the war. With all the French' 
armies in the provinces defeat- 
ed, the French made'.negotia- 
tions for an armistice, which 
later brought peace between the 
warring nations. 
The cause of • the war 
was 
France's jealousy of the grow- 
ing 
importance 
of 
Prussia, 
which power Bismarck was do- 
termined to place at the head of 
a United Germany. The politi- 
cal situation in Spain furnished 
an occasion for-the actual out- 
break of hostilities. Prince Leo- 
pold of Hohenzollern consented 
to be a candidate for the va- 
cancy of the Spanish throne. 
The arrangement had the ap- 
proval of the king of Prussia, 
but the French regarded the 
plan with displeasure, and de- 
manded that no Hohenzollern 
prince be permitted to accept 
the crown. The demands of. the 
French were not recognized by 
Germany, and the French took 
immediate steps for -war. 
The war settlement gave Al- 
sace and most of Lorraine, in- 
cluding the cities of Metz and 
Ttrassburg, to Germany. Ger- 
many also got a war indemnity 
of $1,060,000,000.

Already two land mortgage associa- 
tions organized on tills plan are oper- 
ating in Wisconsin, under the law 
passed by the 1913 legislature. One of 
these Is at Eau Claire, the other at 
Marinette. About fifteen other associ- 
ations have made application to the 
state banking department for charters. 
It has been a part of the work ot 
the Board of Public Affairs to explain 
this plan to farmers. 
Better Farm Credits." 
All states and also the federal gov- 
ernment, have recognized that rapid 
development of farm lands, ana an 
increase In the number of farmers 
owning their land Is Impossible under 
the present system of farm-credits. 
Pioneers or settlers on uncultivated 
land cannot hope to take from the 
soil sufficient money In the term of

County Highway Commissioner Moore 


Makes Statement on Condition* 


of Highway* Under 
Construction. 


In a statement issued today County 
Highway Commissioner C. E. Moore 
tells of the condition of the county 
highways now under construction and 
indicates roads which are closed to 
traffic. His statement follows: 
"Recent rains 
have 
softened the 
roads that are under process of con- 
struction, therefore it Is advisable to 
inform the public as to the roads which 
are in fit condition for travel. It has 
been necessary to suspend the daily 
bulletins owing to the press of busi- 
ness. 


"The four mile road north of Janes- 
ville is being heavily graded and is 
unsafe for travel. 
"The Hanover road In the town of 
Rock and also the Hanover-Orfordville 
road in the town of Plymouth are 
likewise badly, torn up and are prac- 
tically impassable 
during this wet 
weather. 
Take the upper 
Footville 


road Instead. 
."Work is completed In the town of 
Beloit and the Happy Hollow bridge 
has been Installed. This gives a clear 
track between Janesville and Beloit 
on the east side of the river. • 
"The work is also completed In the 
towns of Milton and 
Harmony and 
also in Pulton, making good traveling 
for all points north of Janesville ex- 
cept that considerable 
grading has 
been done by the town of Janesville 
on the Indian Ford 
road 
which is 
quite slippery in wet weather. 


"The Evansville-Janesville road In 
the town of Porter is under process of 
construction and practically impasable. 
Take the Magnolia road between 
Janesville and Evansville. 


"The roads in Spring Valley are 
nearly completed. They are also com-, 
pleted in the towns of Union and 
Clinton. Work is under way in the 
town of Turtle on the Milwaukee and 
state line roads but they were in fair 
condition for travel at last reports. It 
would be advisable to take the Sho- 
plere road between Beloit and Clinton. 
"The Oelavan road in the town of 
Bradford is impassable for anything 
but light travel. Notice will be given 
from time to time of any changes.

Tage campaigns. The woman count 
upon the enormous wheat crop to 
help pile up their vote. Organization 
workers say they have found farmers 
in such a cheerful frame of mind that 
boosting the campaign in tbe 
rural 
districts has been an easy matter. 
The chances for success are be- 
lieved to be'a shade better in South 
Dakota. Tears ago when suffrage was 
firat out to;a vote in South Dakota, 
it was" defeated by the Russian vpte 
in the eastern part of the state. Since 
that time the Black $ills. district in 
the 'west- has been populated, more 
Swedes and Norwegians have_moved 
into the state and the change In pub- 
lic sentiment 
toward the 
suffrage 
movement has aided the 'cause ma- 
terially 
Five thousand dollars was appor- 
tioned by the National 
Suffrage Or- 
ganization to aid the flght in South 
Dakota. Practically every county In 
the state, including even those in the 
remote sections; Have been 
organ- 
ized, and In some counties, such as 
Bon Homme. there are several suf- 
frage organizations for the different 
nationalities. 
Trie "Messenger, a suf- 
frage paper, Is being circulated from 
Pierre. Among the speakers who will 
tour the state In September is Dr. 
Anna Howard Shaw.

In North Dakota the flght Is a hard- 
er one, principally because

BELGIAN KONGO IS 


AN OBJECTIVE POINT 


German Troops In' Africa May Seek 


• 
to Capture This Valuable 


> 
; 
Territory; 


• Belgian Kongon, in Africa, frequent- 
ly mentioned in recent European dis- 
patches as a possible objective point 
of the German -, troops, is the home 
alike of the most progressive negroes 
of Africa and .of the most primitive 
and savage cannibals, according to a 
statement issued y tlie National Geo- 
graphical society at Washington, D. 
C., today. 
.. • 
"This African colony is so cut up 
by rivers and impenetrable forests 
that the tribes inhabiting the country 
vary greatly in their customs and 
language," says the Society's bulletin. 
"But a few miles distant from these 
barbarous '-savages 
are 
endless 
plantations of millet and grain of 
their 
civilized 
countrymen. 
The 
cannibal Bankutiis of Belgian Kongo 
make a practise 0$ removing the up- 
per Incisors.^ Their dress consists of 
a pleated skirt, which does not quite 
meet on' the .right thigh; but the 
women in the south wear a hide 
girdle with a deep fringe of palm- 
liber string. Among this tribe the 
slaves are 
compelled to wear a 
special dress, which .is, in fact, the 
ordinary costume of Akela, to which 
tribe most .of 
them belong. The 
Bankutu are great -, cannibals, as far 
as the male members of the tribe are 
concerned, 
and 
the 
victims 
are 
always slaves. In fact, all slaves are 
ultimately eaten, since it Is believed 
that if a slave were buried his ghost 
would kill his master. 
"Their 'Chief weapon is the bow, 
poison being used on the arrows, 
shields are now absolete. 
One of 
their'-most Interesting points is their 
use 'of. a conventional throwlng-knife 
M> currency. The Bankutu are almost 
the only-i'fribe of this region who 
have been successful in resisting the 
advance of the white man. This fact 
is due to their .skill in forest warfare. 
The: 
way leading to their village is 
defended by poisoned spikes .hidden 
by . leaves. 
They use' bows and 
arrows set like traps in the form of 
primitive -Spring guns, and are quite 
ready, if a wiite man is expected, to 
bait such traps with a live baby, 
•being sure that the European will be 
unable to resist the temptation to 
pick up 
an apparently abandoned 
child. The poison they use is abso- 
lutely deadly. 


"Not 
far from the cannibal -region 
peace and security• reign. -The end- 
less .plantations, clean villages and 
well-kept houses make an impression 
of general prosperity. The Batetela, 
also of-Belgian Kongo, is an excellent 
agriculturist and. stock-breeder and 
very industrious. He is not at all 
conservative; 
any innovation will 
tempt him! Rice, Madagascar pota- 
toes and fruit trees imported by the 
white man are found in every village. 
The people are scantily clothed, but 
this is of great advantage in their 
hunting expeditions. The havoc of 
sleeping sickness is greatly limited by 
the native custom of isolating cases 
of this disease in the forest. The 
disease la most acute along the cara- 
van routes. Here one finds villages 
of one hundred huts with but ten sor- 
ry witnesses of its once importance; 
here are grass-grdwn caravan routes, 
with only the foot-deep tracks to 
prove 
their once importance; and 
here one's heart is torn by the sight 
of mere skeletons, pulling themselves 
languidly ab9ut with the'light of in- 
sanity in their eyes, where one should 
see the delightful rouna-beUied native 
children. And to add to the horror of 
the disease, here lions and leopards 
have become man-eaters, since 
the 
half-fed sick one, driven from the fear- 
stricken village, is the easiest game 
to stalk. 
"An interesting feature of Batetlea 
psychology lies, in- the fact .-that sui- 
cide appears not be be uncommon and 
is regarded as 
an act of courage. 
Descent is reckoned on the male line, 
and children are considered as more 
closely akin to the father's side."

White Grub* Likely to Cause Untold 


Loises In Certain State* 


In 1915. 


The destructive Maybeetles, or so 
called June bugs, as was previously 
predicted by the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture, were extreme- 
ly abundant the past spring in north- 
eastern Iowa, southern Wisconsin and 
northern Illinois, parts of Minnesota, 
the southern pan of Michigan and 
northern Ohio; also in northeastern 
Pennsylvania, southeastern New York, 
parts of Connecticut and New Jersey. 
This is indicative of a great abundance 
of white grubs In 1915, and judging 
'rom the greater abundance of beetles 
in most of these sections this spring 
than three years ago, the grub injury 
will be greater than in 1912, when it 
caused many millions of dollars dam- 
age. It is of greater importance, the 
department's 
specialists say, that 
farmers properly handle their fields 
this fall and next spring to prevent a 
repetition of the enormous losses oc- 
casioned in 1912. Injury can be re- 
duced to a minimum by adopting the 
following practices: 
In'the sections above mentioned the 
important economic species-have a 
three year life cycle, that is, beetles 
appearing in- the spring of 1911 deposit 
eggs which hatch about a month.after 
being laid. The young grubs feed on 
roots and decaying matter, but seldom 
do damage during their 
flrst 
year 


However, the following, year (1915 in 
the case of the destructive brood un 
der discussion) they are larger and 
feed almost entirely on living roots 
preferably corn, • timothy, 
potatoes 
strawberries, etc., causing great loss 
•when abundant The following spring 
(1916) they feed 
more ' or less but 
June 1st or shortly thereafter they 
make earthern cells, become semi-dor 
mant and In a fortnight 
or 
longer 


change to brown pupae, and a month 
later to adult beetles, in which condl 
tion they remain in the soil until the 
next spring (1917). 
The beetles lay their eggs in lane 
covered with vegetation at the time o 
their flights (May and June), conse 
quently land in small grain, timothy 
and such crops,
